Our  internet  is  down  and  Spectrum  came 
out  and  alerted  us  to  the  down  power  lines. 

I  have  attached  photos  below. 

Madison  Ave  and  Oakwood  have  been  increasing  dangerous  we've  had  shootings  and  now  are  being  threatened  by  fire. 
This  was  directly  infront  of  our  property  and  I  found  burnt  embers  in  our  parking  lot  next  to  our  business  owners  car. 

All  the  businesses  on  the  street  have  been  affected  and  it's  a  scary  situation. 

I  wanted  to  let  the  city  know.  These  encampment  are  growing  we  feel  pretty  powerless  in  the  face  of  the  increasing 
threatening  environment.
